Chicago, July 25.—Determined on a 
fight to a finish to enforce the de­ 
mands of the strik ing butchers, a sym­ 
pathetic strik e of all the union work ­ 
men employed in the meat-pack ing in­ 
dustry throughout the country, with 
the exception of the teamsters was de­ 
clared this morning at 7 o’clock . 
The 
indications are 
that the 
teamsters 
will 
not join the other unions 
in 
order to bring the pack ers to terms. 
The teamsters employed in the Chi­ 
cago plants, at a meeting Sunday, de­ 
clared 
in 
lavor 
of 
a 
sympathetic 
strik e, but their decision has not been 
ratified as yet by the joint council of 
the teamsters’ unions. 
No confer­ 
ences >vere held either by the pack ­ 
ers or the labor leaders, or jointly, in 
an effort to reach an adjustment of the 
controversy. 
Both sides rested, appar. 
ently 
waiting 
for 
developments. 
Whether or not the pack ers would 
mak e any concessions to the demands 
of the labor leaders in order to pre­ 
vent a general walk -out of the trades 
at the stick yards, would not be dis­ 
cussed by any of the pack inghouse 
representatives, but from the prepara­ 
tions going on at the different plants 
during the day, it was plainly evident 
that the pack ers intended to fight for 
their independence. 
All the labor 
leaders 
declared 
that 
they 
would 
await developments before consider­ 
ing 
further 
negotiations 
and 
that 
pack ers would have to mak e the re­ 
quest for a resumption of peace nego­ 
tiations, as the unions had no inten­ 
tion at the present time of doing so 
Preparations for the struggle which 
J s expected to reach a, climax today 
were made at the different pack ing 
plants all during Sunday and far into 
the night. 
Dozens of representatives 
of the pack inghouse are scattered all 
over the country in sfearch of men to 
fill the places of tho strik ers. 
Four 
trainloads of new employes were ta­ 
k en to the yards to join the non-union 
men already 
established inside the 
plants. Clerk s are being initiated into 
new duties, and employes who had 
been promoted from trades were re­ 
turned to their former work to tak e 
the places of the regular work ers. 
Stock ades have been erected at all the 
different plants to protect men whose 
work exposes them to danger from 
mob violence. 
All through the stock ­ 
yards there were not only evidences of 
preparations for a long and 
bitter 
struggle, but superintendents of the 
pack ing establishments, police officers 
and union leaders gave expression to 
anticipation 
of 
troublous 
times 
to 
come. 
Chief of Police O’Neil said: 
“No one k nows what 
will happen. 
The opportunity is here for one of the 
greatest labor contests in the country, 
and apparently there is no hope for 
averting it. 
The police will be able 
to handle the situation, however, with­ 
out outside assistance, no matter what 
happens.” 
The indications are that instead of 
joining in the sympathetic strik e the 
teamsters will mak e another effort to 
bring about an adjustment of the 
controversy by arbitration. 
W hether 
the team sters’ efforts f6r peace will 
prove successful none of the pack ers’ 
representatives who were communi­ 
cated with will say.

notice.

The desired individuals 
were summoned, but being in Greens­ 
boro, it was several hours before they 
arrived. 
In the meantime, Gipe’s a t­ 
torney, W. A. Brown saw him and put 
a stop to his further talk . 
Gipe’s ac­ 
tions indicate 
very clearly to the 
officers that he k nows something. One 
thing substantiating this belief is that 
his attorney calls to see him twice a 
day, which would not appear neces­ 
sary unless the young man has some 
k nowledge of the affair. 
It has been 
established that Gipe stole a watch 
from Mrs. Van Matre, at 
Shirley. 
Sheriff Christopher now has the watch 
in his possession.

The great and only, much touted and 
invincible Goar went up in a balloon 
vesterday and then for w ant of hot air 
collapsed, fell fiat and would have 
been run over, but for the timely as­ 
sistance of Ford, the bench warmer 
and bat carrier, who by a mighty 
rally succeeded in getting the Weak 
Kneed Order of Quitters, of which he 
is the salaried Most Excellent Quit- 
ship, to walk off the field, leaving the 
crowd of 2700 people, including 500 
of Connersville visitors, to wonder 
what bad happened. 
It is true that the umpiring of Yazel 
was unsatisfactory, bnt in view of the 
fact that half of Oonnersville’s runs 
up to the fourth inning had been 
given them on a bad decision in their 
favor, mak es it only too evident that 
the sudden desire to quit was an effort 
to save the fast waning reputation of 
one Jot Goar, a prime favorite with 
the Oonnersvilles and a drawing card. 
He must be saved at any cost. 
The fact that Connersville won a 
week ago gave them no license to win 
yesterday, inasmuch as the Rushville 
team a week ago was the weak est of 
the season. 
When Connersville de­ 
monstrated the yellow’ streak yester­ 
day and surrendered all claim to the 
honor of being “ game” just to save 
“ Jotty” the locals were in ¡the midst 
of a “ swat fest” of immense propor­ 
tions, the bases full, only one out, and 
no danger of anyone else getting out, 
unless by accident, and there was no 
telling where the score w’ould have 
gone to, when Connersville at the in­ 
stigation of the aforedescribed bat car­ 
rier 
walk ed 
out 
and 
mumbled 
something about umpires and decisions. 
For the first two innings the local 
team w’ent on an upward flight but 
finally got upon their feet and held 
Connersville down. 
In the first inning, Florea, the first 
man, bunted and got to first, went to 
second on an error by Preston, and 
scored on Feigert’s single and Thomas’ 
error at third. 
Feigert singled, took 
second on Thomas* error and scored on 
Hayes’ error in left field. 
Rushville

In Rushville’s half, 
Thomas, the first man up, touched 
Goar for a triple and was scored by 
Bevis "on a bunt w hich the latter beat 
out.

The first half of the third 
inning saw Connersvillle go out in
